say s, quite a g ood deal of com and 
soy beans will be planted a n d 
probably some cotton. 
Watermelcns are being planted 
? » nd it is ex pected the Morley 
cantaloupe g rowers will be g etting 
their fields planted. 
The recent rainfalls hav e mads 
the prospect for spring g rowth of 
crops ex cellent, Stroup went on. 
On his trips ov er the country it is 
noticeable that there is consider­ 
able seepag e from the hillsides in­ 
dicating that the g round moisture 
and the surface moisture hav e met 
bring ing the water table lev el up 
to normal. 
Tbere should be ample moisture 
in the g round for the spring g row­ 
ing but if there are no summer 
rains the county will be short of 
moisture ag ain this y ear. 
May Hav e lo Irrig ate 
If there is no natural rainfall 
during the critical g rowing months 
of the summer it will require arti­ 
ficial irrig ation to supply sufficient 
water. 
Altog ether, Stroup takes a rather 
optimistic v iew cf the ov erall pic­ 
ture for the 267,52$ acres of the 
county in spile of the setbacks to 
g round pr<r« iat cn due to freeze 
and lains.

World Famous 
Albert Einstein 
Dies in Hospital 


Internoti onol l y Known 
For Rel ati vi ty Theory; 
Mod Been III Four Days 
PRINCETON, N. J. UP) — Albert 
Einstein, who became internation 
ally famou s at 26 for his theory o’ 
relativ ity , died today after a fou r 
day illness. 
The 7 6-y ear-old scientist died a 
Tinceton Hospital at 1:15 a.m. o 
inflammation of the gall bladdei 
A man who shu nned pu blicity , hr 
had entered the hospital Frida: 
with only his intimates k nowing he 
was ill. 
The shy , white-haired scholar 
was credited with mak ing possible 
the atomic bomb by disclosing a 
small q u antity of m atter cou ld pro­ 
du ce v ast amou nts of energy . 
Einstein stood as probably the 
foremost 
theoretical 
mathemati­ 
cian and phy sicist in the world. 
As recently as 1950, he pu blish­ 
ed a monu mental mathematical 
treatise, the u nified field theory . 
This was hailed as a daring ty pe of 
mathematics which sou ght to de­ 
scribe the forces of the u niv erse 
in a set of eq u ations. 
Professor Emeritus 
At *he time of his death. Ein­ 
stein was a professor emeritu s at 
the Institu te for Adv anced Stu dy , 
comprised of world-famou s schol­ 
ars and headed by Dr. Robert Op- 
penheimer. 
Du ring his late y ears, he w a s 
ou tspok en in many cau ses far re­ 
mov ed from the realm of theoreti­ 
cal phy sics. 
On sev eral occasions he adv ised 
witnesses called before congres­ 
sional 
su bv ersiv e 
inv estigations 
committees that they had a du ty 
to refu se to answer q u estions. 
Einstein ask ed the President for 
commu tation of the death sentence 
of Ju liu s and Ethel Rosenberg, who 
were ex ecu ted as atom spies. He 
*a:d he had to tak e the stands be­ 
cau se of "my passionate sense of 
social ju stice and social responsi­ 
bilities. ” 
The q u iet, u npretentiou s wizard 
of mathematics and phy sics spent 
his lifetime searching for a u nified 
math* matical concept of the laws 
that gov ern the u niv erse. 
Born in Ulm, Germany , March 
14, 187 9. of middle class Jewish 
parents, he was swept to interna­ 
tional fame by the theory of rela­ 
tiv ity which he dev ised at the ag^ 
of 26. 
A rev olu tionary idea, it added a 
fou rth dimension, time, to the trio 
— length, breadth and width — 
which had formed m an’s basic 
k nowledge of the m easu rem ent of 
m atter. It also astou nded scientists 
by dispu ting Newton’s law of grav ­ 
itation. 
It 
was 
Einstein’s 
disclosure, 
many y ears ag o, that a small 
quantity of matter could produce 
astronomical quanitites of energ y , 
which was so spectacularly prov ed 
when the first atomic bomb ex ­ 
ploded. 
But, the famous, white-haired 
acientist looked upon the A-bomb 
with misg iv ing s. 
In 19 45, shortly after the drop­ 
ping of the bomb on Hiroshima, 
he commented: 
"At present atomic energ y is not 
a boon to mankind, but a menace.” 
He saw one hope, howev er, that 
"it may intimidate the human race 
to Lr'ng order into its international 
affairs, which, without pressure of 
fear, it undoubtedly would not do.” 
A theoretical phy sicist, the tools 
of his trade were a fountain pen 
and a pad of paper. 
Thoug h few people understood 
Einstein’s complex theories, h i s 
work is one of the important bases 
of today ’s electronic and telev ision 
industries, and the g reat industrial 
dev elopments which rely partly on 
the laws of atomic mass and 
energ y . 
He receiv ed the Nobel Prize in 
phy sics in 1921 and the w'orld heap­ 
ed honors and adu lation u pon the 
modest scientist, who pleaded: 
“ Let ev ery man be respected as 
an indiv idu al and no man idolized. 
Tt is an irony of fate that I my self 
hav e been the recipient of ex ces­ 
siv e admiration and respect from 
my fellows throu gh no fau lt of my 
own.” 
A professor emeritu s of the In- 
si tu te 
for 
Adv anced 
Stu dy 
at 
Princeton. Einstein spent the last 
y ears of his life in the u niv ersity 
commu nity . 
He came to Princeton as 
a life­ 
time member of the institu te in 
1933, a v olu ntary ex ile from h i s 
nativ e Germany , where the Nazis 
listed him as “an enemy of t h e 
state.” 
Du ring recent y ears, Einstein 
took stands on issu es far remov ed 
from the realm of theoretical phy s­ 
ics. 
He headed a grou p of nationally 
prom inent 
scientists 
who 
com­ 
prised the Emergency Committee 
cf Atomic Scientists. The organiz- 
at;on was formed "to adv ance the 
u se of atomic energy in way s bene-, 
ficial to mank ind."

The committee ex plained that 
the bills it has introduced call for 
complete reorg anization of the De­ 
partm ent of Corrections. The pro­ 
g ram has won preliminary ap­ 
prov al in the House and mig ht 
come u p for passage this week. 
The committee said it found the 
lines of au thority in the depart­ 
ment “are confu sed and ill 
de­ 
fined”—partly becau se of confu s­ 
ed laws. It said present laws on 
prison indu stries “are completely 
inadeq u ate” and they say nothing 
at all abou t the prison farms. 
Four Div isions 
To pu t prison adm inistration 
on 
an orderly basis, the committee 
is 
back ing a bill that wou ld create 
fou r div isions in the Department 
of Corrections: 
Administration, under the de­ 
partment director, and three sep­ 
arate div isions of prison industries, 
prison farms and inmate educa­ 
tion. The director would be in g en­ 
eral charg e and his office would 
be away from the penitentiary , 
leav ing the warden in control of 
day to day operations. 
The committee concluded that 
at present prison industries are 
“ dismal failures.” It found only 
about 30 per cent of the 3,400 in­ 
mates working and commented: 
“ Your committee feels that this 
failure to make work av ailable for 
such a larg e portion of our prison 
population has caused, and unless 
corrected, will continue to cause 
serious problems of custody , dis­ 
cipline and superv ision; that this 
failure has been a major source of 
unrest in the state institution; and 
that if this condition is allowed to 
continue it will neg ate the possi­ 
bility of a truly rehabilitativ e pro­ 
g ram within our correctional sy s­ 
tem. Missouri can ill afford to by ­ 
pass this problem.” 
It said farming alone is not 
enoug h, since many p r i s o n e r s 
come from cities and will return 
to cities. The committee said in­ 
dustries should be set up at the 
prison’s Church farm and at Alg oa 
Intermediate Reformatory as well 
as at the main penitentiary . 
An industrial adv isory board of 
three members representing or­ 
g anized labor and three represent­ 
ing manufacturer was recommend­ 
ed to help the prison industrial 
sy stem. 
The committee also urg ed that 
prisoners working in industries be 
paid a standard rate from the 
profits to help prev ent work stop­ 
pag es and sabotag e. 
Ex panded Prog ram 
An ex panded prog ram of manu­ 
facturing articles and producing 
food for use at other state institu­ 
tions 
was 
recommended. 
This 
would include a new cannery at 
the Church farm west of Jeffer­ 
son City and irrig ation of 100 ac­ 
res there as a start on an intensiv e 
food production plan. 
The committee called for “ g en­ 
uine trade training ” as well as a 
complete academic prog ram at 
public school standards. 
Two full time chaplains were 
sug g ested and the committee said 
they should g iv e their time ex clu­ 
siv ely to spiritual matters. A y ear 
round recreational prog ram under 
a trained director also was out­ 
lined to help “ reliev e tensions and 
possible sources of unrest.” 
Like all other inv estig ators of 
the prison sy stem, the leg islators 
urg ed that personnel be increased 
and unprov ed by pay ing hig her 
salaries and setting up an in-serv ­ 
ice training prog ram — a project 
already under way .

The committee noted that poor 
food and unsanitary kitchens "all 
contribute to unrest and ev entual­ 
ly to riots and disturbances. “ It 
urg ed careful dietary planning and 
modern sanitation — another reco­ 
mmendation already being put into 
effect. 
The committee said it did not 
hav e time to cov er some problems. 
For that reason it recommended 
setting up a permanent leg islativ e 
"watchdog” committee to inspect 
the penal institutions and keep an 
ey e on their needs. 
A bill creating such « commit­ 
tee, with six senators and s i x 
House members, has won prelim­ 
inary approv al in the Senate. 
T h e leg islativ e inv estig ators 
made no specific recommendation 
on establishment of a new medium 
security institution as sug g ested by 
the Truman committee. I said that 
problem needs more study . 
Neither did it g o into probation 
and parole problems. That field 
was cov ered by th^ National Pro­ 
bation and Parole Assn. a n d 
recommendations g rowing from its 
study are pending in the House.

World Famous 
Mbert Einstein 
Dies in Hospital 


Internationally Known 
For Relativity Theory; 
Had Been III Four Days 
PRINCETON, N. J. Iff) — Albert 
Einstein, who became internation 
ally famous at 26 for his theory o’ 
relativity, died today after a four 
day illness. 
The 76-year-old scientist died a 
’rinceton Hospital at 1:15 a.m. o 
nflammation of the gall bladdei 
A man who shunned publicity, hi 
lad entered the hospital Frida> 
with only his intimates knowing he 
was 111. 
The shy, 
white-haired 
scholar 
was credited with making possible 
the atomic bomb by disclosing a 
small quantity of m atter could pro­ 
duce vast amounts of energy. 
Einstein stood as probably the 
foremost 
theoretical 
m athemati­ 
cian and physicist in the w*orld. 
As recently as 1950, he publish­ 
ed a 
monumental 
mathematical 
treatise, the unified field theory. 
This was hailed as a daring type of 
mathematics which sought to de­ 
scribe the forces of the universe 
in a set of equations. 
Frofessor Emeritus 
At ‘he time of his death, Ein­ 
stein was a professor emeritus at 
the Institute for Advanced Study, 
compiised of world-famous schol­ 
ars and headed by Dr. Robert Op- 
penheimer. 
During his late years, he w a s 
outspoken in many causes far re­ 
moved from the realm of theoreti­ 
cal physics. 
On several occasions he advised 
witnesses 
called before 
congres­ 
sional 
subversive 
investigations 
committees that they had a duty 
to refuse to answer questions. 
Einstein asked the President for 
commutation of the death sentence 
of Julius and Ethel Rosenberg, who 
were executed as atom spies. He 
sn :d he had to take the stands be­ 
cause of "m y passionate sense of 
social justice and social responsi­ 
bilities.” 
The quiet, unpretentious wizard 
of mathematics and physics spent 
his li’ctirne searching for a unified 
mathi mntieal concept of the laws 
that govern the universe. 
Born in Ulm, Germany, March 
14, 1879, of middle class Jewish 
parents, ho was swept to interna­ 
tional farm by the theory of rela­ 
tivity which he devised at the age 
of 26 
A revolutionary idea, it added a 
fourth dimension, time, to the trio 
— length, breadth and width — 
which 
had 
formed m an ’s 
basic 
knowledge of the m easurem ent of 
matter. It also astounded scientists 
by disputing Newton’s law- of grav­ 
itation. 
It 
v/as 
Einstein’s 
disclosure, 
m any years ago, that a 
small 
quantity of m atter could produce 
astronomical quanitites of energy, 
which was so spectacularly proved 
when the first atomic bomb ex­ 
ploded. 
But, 
the famous, 
white-haired 
acicntist looked upon the A-bomb 
with misgivings. 
In 1945, shortly after the drop­ 
ping of the bomb on Hiroshima, 
he commented: 
“ At present atomic energy is not 
a boon to mankind, but a m enace.” 
He saw one hope, however, that 
“ it may intimidate the human race 
to Lruig order into its international 
affairs, which, w-ithout pressure of 
fear, it undoubtedly would not do.” 
A theoretical physicist, the tools 
of his trade were a fountain pen 
and a pad of paper. 
Though few people understood 
Einstein’s complex theories, h i s 
work is one of the important bases 
of today’s electronic and television 
industries, and the great industrial 
developments w-hich rely partly on 
the 
laws 
of 
atomic 
m ass 
and 
energy. 
Ho received the Nobel Prize in 
physics in 1921 and the world hcap- 
e*d honors and adulation upon the 
modest scientist, who pleaded: 
“ Let every man be respected as 
a-i individual and no man idolized.

Prison Riot Conditions 
Partly Responsibility 
Of State Legislature 


Speciel Committee Urges Immediate Action 
To Revamp Penal System; Cooperation Asked 
B y LARRY’ H A L L 
JEFFERSON CITY (TP)—A special legislative committee said to­ 
day the Legislature itself was partly responsible for conditions that led 
to bloody riots at Missouri’s neglected penitentiary last fall. It urged 
immediate action to revam p the state’s penal system and get closer 
cooperation between the Legislature and prison officials. 
The committee was headed by 
Sen 
J. F. Patterson (D) of Ca- 
•uthersville and Rep. Richard H. 
Ichord (D) of Texas County. Its 
recommendations to correct what 
it called ‘‘deplorable conditions” 
already have been introduced in 
the House and Senate. So far they 
have moved along w-ith little op­ 
position. 
Follows Pattern 
The report issued today followed 
the pattern set by the Trum an 
committee, a special group ap­ 
pointed by Gov. Phil M. Donnelly 
to survey prison troubles after the 
Sept. 22 riot and other disturb­ 
ances. 
“Disastrous as this riot was,” 
the legislators commented, “it has 
had at least the salutary effect of 
making transparently clear 
the 
necessity of a reappraisal of Mis­ 
souri’s correctional system and the 
need for immediate remedial ac­ 
tion. . . . " 
The committee emphasized that 
its recommendations were based 
on a firm belief that rehabilitation 
of prisoners should be the state’s 
goal. 
The committee explained that 
the bills it has introduced call for 
complete reorganization of the De­ 
partment of Corrections. The pro­ 
gram has won preliminary a p ­ 
proval in the House and might 
come up for passage this w-eek. 
The committee said it found the 
lines of authority in the depart­ 
ment “are confused and ill de­ 
fined”—partly because of confus­ 
ed laws. It said present laws on 
prison industries “are completely 
inadequate” and they say nothing 
at all about the prison farms. 
Four Divisions 
To put prison administration on 
an orderly basis, the committee is 
backing a bill that would create 
four divisions in the Department 
of Corrections: 
Administration, under the de­ 
partm ent director, and three sep­ 
arate divisions of prison industries, 
prison farms and inmate educa­ 
tion. The director would be in gen­ 
eral charge and his office would 
bo away from the penitentiary, 
leaving the warden in control of 
day to day operations. 
The committee concluded that 
at present prison industries are 
“dismal failures.” It found only 
about 30 per cent of the 3,400 in­ 
mates working and commented: 
“ Your committee feels that this 
failure to make work available for 
such a large portion of our prison 
population has caused, and unless 
corrected, will continue to cause 
serious problems of custody, dis­ 
cipline and supervision; that this 
failure has been a major source of 
unrest in the state institution; and 
that if this condition is allowed to 
continue it will negate the possi­ 
bility of a truly rehabilitative pro­ 
gram within our correctional sys­ 
tem. Missouri can ill afford to by­ 
pass this problem.” 
It said farming alone is not 
enough, since many p r i s o n e r s 
come from cities and will return 
to cities. The committee said in­ 
dustries should be set up at the 
prison’s Church farm and at Algoa 
Interm ediate Reformatory as well 
as at the main penitentiary. 
An industrial advisory board of 
three members representing or­ 
ganized labor and three represent­ 
ing m anufacturer was recommend­ 
ed to help the prison industrial 
system. 
The committee also urged that 
prisoners working in industries be 
paid a standard 
rate from the 
profits to help prevent work stop­ 
pages and sabotage. 
Expanded Program 
An expanded program of m an u ­ 
facturing articles and producing 
food for use at other state institu 
tions 
was 
recommended. 
This 
would include a new cannery at 
the Church farm west of Jeffer 
son City and irrigation of 100 ac 
res there as a start on an intensive 
food production plan. 
The committee called for “gen­ 
uine trade training” as well as a 
complete academic 
program at 
public school standards. 
Tw o full time chaplains wx*re 
suggested and the committee said 
they should give their time exclu­ 
sively to spiritual matters. A year 
round recreational program under 
| a trained director also was out­ 
lined to help “relieve tensions and 
possible sources of unrest.” 
Like all other investigators of 
the prison system, the legislators 
urged that personnel be increased 
and improved by paying higher 
salaries and setting up an in-serv­ 
ice training program — a project 
j already under way. 


The committee also agreed with 
the Trum an commission in urging 
new 
management 
methods, 
in­ 
cluding: 
A disciplinary committee, com­ 
posed of the warden and two sen­ 
ior captains, to make punishment 
fair and impersonal. 
Immediate reclassification of all 
inmates, based on individual ca­ 
pacities and needs. 
An orientation course for new 
inmates. 
Segregation 
of 
“incorrigibles" 
and a 10-day limit on isolation 
penalties. 
Separate cells w herever possible 
and the same furnishings in %ach 
cell. 
Allow no inmates to carry mon­ 
ey and ban gambling completely. 
FuTI time physicians. 
An effective fire prevention pro­ 
gram. 
Establishment by law of a can­ 
teen or commissary fund, with 
profits to be used to improve recre­ 
ational, 
religious or educational 
services. 
Contribut to Unrest 
The committee noted that poor 
food and unsanitary kitchens "all 
contribute to unrest and eventual­ 
ly to riots and disturbances. “ It 
urged careful dietary planning and 
modern sanitation — another reco­ 
mmendation already being put into 
effect. 
The committee said it did not 
have time to cover some problems. 
For that reason it recommended 
setting up a perm anent legislative 
“ watchdog” committee to inspect 
the penal institutions and keep an 
eye on their needs. 
A bill creating such 4 commit­ 
tee, with six senators and s i x 
House members, has won prelim­ 
inary approval in the Senate. 
T h e 
legislative 
investigators 
made no specific recommendation 
on establishment of a new medium 
security institution as suggested by 
the Trum an committee. I said that 
problem needs more study. 
Neither did it go into probation 
and parole problems. That field 
was covered by the National Pro­ 
bation 
and 
Parole Assn. 
a n d 
recommendations growing from its 
stud> are pending in the House.

World Famous 
albert Einstein 
Dies in Hospital 


Internationally Known 
For Relativity Theory; 
Had Been III Four Days 
PRINCETON, N. J. Lf' — Albert 
Einstein, who becam e internation 
ally famous at 26 for his theory o 
relativity, died today after a four 
day illness. 
The 76-year-old scientist died a 
.’rinceton Hospital at 1:15 a.m . o 
inflam mation of the gall bladdet 
A m an who shunned publicity, hi 
nad entered the hospital Frida: 
with only his intim ates knowing he 
w’as ill. 
The shy, 
white-haired 
scholar 
was credited with m aking possible 
the atom ic bomb by disclosing a 
sm all quantity of m atter could pro­ 
duce vast am ounts of energy. 
E instein stood as probably the 
te rr most 
theoretical 
m athem ati­ 
cian and physicist in the w’orld. 
As recently as 1950. he publish­ 
ed a 
m onum ental 
m athem atical 
treatise, the unified field theory. 
This was hailed as a daring type of 
m athem atics which sought to de­ 
scribe the forces of the universe 
in a set of equations. 
Professor Em eritus 
At ‘he tim e of his death, E in­ 
stein was a professor em eritus at 
the Institute for Advanced Study, 
com p!ised of world-famous schol­ 
ars and headed by Dr. Robert Op- 
penheim er. 
During his late years, he w a s 
outspoken in m any causes far re­ 
moved from the realm of theoreti­ 
cal physics. 
On several occasions he advised 
witnesses 
called before congres­ 
sional 
subversive 
investigations 
com m ittees that they had a duty 
to refuse to answ er questions. 
Einstein asked the P resident for 
com m utation of the death sentence 
of Julius and Ethel Rosenberg, who 
were executed as atom spies. He 
sn:d he had to take the stands be­ 
cause of “ my passionate sense of 
social justice and social responsi­ 
bilities.” 
The quiet, unpretentious w izard 
f m athem atics and physics spent 
his lifetime searching for a unified 
math* mafiosi concept of the laws 
that govern the universe. 
Born in Ulm. G erm any, M arch 
14, 1879, of middle class Jew ish 
parents, he was swept to in terna­ 
tional fame by the theory of rela­ 
tivity which he devised at the age 
of 26 
A revolutionary idea, it added a 
fourth dimension, tim e, to the trio 
— length, breadth and width — 
which 
had 
form ed m an’s 
basic 
knowledge of the m easurem ent of 
m atter. It also astounded scientists 
by disputing Newton’s law of grav­ 
itation. 
It 
v/as 
E instein’s 
disclosure, 
m any years ago, that a 
sm all 
quantity of m atter could produce 
astronom ical quanitites of energy, 
which was so spectacularly proved 
when the first atom ic bomb ex­ 
ploded. 
But, the fam ous, 
white-haired 
acientist looked upon Hie A-bomb 
with misgivings. 
In 1945, shortly after the drop­ 
ping of the bom b on H iroshim a, 
he commented: 
“ At present atom ic energy is not 
a boon to m ankind, but a m enace.” 
He saw one hope, however, th at 
"it may intim idate the hum an race 
to bring order into its international 
affairs, which, without pressure of 
fear, it undoubtedly would not do.” 
A theoretical physicist, the tools 
of his trade were a fountain pen 
and a pad of paper. 
Iho'-gh few people understood 
E instein’s complex theories, h i s 
work is one of the im portant bases 
of today’s electronic and television 
industries, and the great industrial 
developm ents w’hich rely partly on 
the

and 
energy. 
He received the Nobel Prize in 
physics in 1921 and the w’orld heap­ 
ed honors and adulation upon the 
m odest scientist, who pleaded: 
“ Let every m an be respected as 
an individual and no m an idolized. 
It is an irony of fate that I m yself 
have been the recipient of exces­ 
sive adm iration and respect from 
my fellows through no fault of my 
own.”

Prison Riot Conditions 
Partly Responsibility 
Of State Legislature 


Specie! Committee Urges Immediate Adion 


lo Revamp Penal System; Cooperation Asked 
By LARRY HALL 
JEFFERSON CITY (A*}— A special legislative com m ittee said to­ 
day the Legislature itself was partly responsible for conditions that led 
to bloody riots at M issouri’s neglected penitentiary last fall. It urged 
im m ediate action to revam p the state’s penal system and get closer 
cooperation betw een the L egislature and prison officials. 
The com m ittee was headed by 
Sen. J. F. Patterson (D) of Ca- 
•uthersville and Rep. Richard H. 
Ichord (D) of Texas County. Its 
recom m endations to correct w hat 
it called “deplorable conditions” 
already have been introduced in 
the House and Senate. So far they 
have moved along with little op­ 
position. 
Follows Pattern 
The report issued today followed 
the pattern set by the T rum an 
com m ittee, a special group ap ­ 
pointed by Gov. Phil M. Donnelly 
to survey prison troubles after the 
Sept. 22 riot and other d istu rb ­ 
ances. 
“Disastrous as this riot w as,” 
the legislators com m ented, “it has 
had at least the salutary effect of 
m aking 
transparently clear 
the 
necessity of a reappraisal of M is­ 
souri’s correctional system and the 
need for im m ediate rem edial ac­ 
tion. . . . ” 
The com m ittee em phasized that 
its recom m endations w ere based 
on a firm belief that rehabilitation 
of prisoners should be the state’s 
goal. 
The com m ittee explained th a t 
the bills it has introduced call for 
complete reorganization of the D e­ 
partm ent of Corrections. The pro­ 
gram has won prelim inary ap ­ 
proval in the House and m ight 
come up for passage this week. 
The com m ittee said it found the 
lines of authority in the d ep art­ 
m ent “are confused and ill d e­ 
fined”—partly because of confus­ 
ed laws. It said present laws on 
prison industries “are com pletely 
inadequate” and they say nothing 
at all about the prison farm s. 
Four Divisions 
To put prison adm inistration on 
an orderly basis, the com m ittee is 
backing a bill th at would create 
four divisions in the D epartm ent 
of Corrections: 
A dm inistration, under the de­ 
partm ent director, and three sep­ 
arate divisions of prison industries, 
prison farm s and inm ate educa­ 
tion. The director would be in gen 
era I charge and his office would 
be aw ay from the penitentiary, 
leaving the w arden in control of 
day to day operations 
The com m ittee concluded that 
at present prison industries are 
“dism al failures.” It found only 
about 30 per cent of the 3,400 in­ 
m ates w orking and com m ented 
“Y our com m ittee feels th at this 
failure to m ake work available for 
such a large portion of our prison 
population has caused, and unless 
corrected, will continue to cause 
serious problem s of custody, dis­ 
cipline and supervision; th at this 
failure has been a m ajor source of 
unrest in the state institution; and 
that if this condition is allow ed to 
continue it w ill negate the possi­ 
bility of a truly rehabilitative pro­ 
gram w ithin our correctional sys­ 
tem . M issouri can ill afford to by­ 
pass this problem .” 
It said farm ing alone is not 
enough, since m any p r i s o n e r s 
come from cities and will retu rn 
to cities. The com m ittee said in­ 
dustries should be set up at the 
prison’s Church farm and at Algoa 
Interm ediate R eform atory as well 
as at the m ain penitentiary. 
An industrial advisory board of 
three m em bers representing o r­ 
ganized labor and three represent 
mg m anufacturer was recom m end­ 
ed to help the prison industrial 
system . 
The com m ittee also urged th at 
prisoners w orking in industries be 
paid a standard rate from the 
profits to help prevent w ork stop­ 
pages and sabotage. 
Expanded Program 
An expanded program of m anu­ 
facturing articles and producing

Trembling with emotion the lit­ 
tle tailor said: 
“Doctor, I know you arc a 
famous man and charge lots of 
money. Before I die, I will pay 
you all you ask for what you do 
for my little girl. Please make 
my Litzka speak again.” 
Dr. Sajous was a kind and gen­ 
erous man. He told the pale fath­ 
er not to worry about the bill. 
To the silent child he smiled and 
asked her not to be afraid of his 
instruments and lights.
